RESISTANCE TO 
FOREIGN GIVEAWAY RISES 


Public indignation over the Foreign Aid 
program is rising by the day. The Eisenhower 
Administration is frankly worried about whether 
it can successfully ram the fantastic Foreign 
Giveaway program through Congress. 

The plain simple truth is that the Foreign 
Aid program, which has cost the taxpayers billions 
of dollars, hag won no true friends for America 
and is now threatening to bankrupt the country. 

The advocates of Foreign Aid state that its 
prime purpose is to defend the Free World against 
Communism by sending economic and military 
‘aid to our friends overseas. If this is true (and 
it is NOT!), why are we sending Foreign Aid to 
our mortal enemies - Communist nations? During 
the period July 1, 1945 through June 30, 1957, a 
total of $2,252,112.000 of your tax dollars were 
sent to Communist nations as Foreign Aid. 

Over the past year or so Congressional in- 
vestigating committees have unearthed fantastic 
squandering and waste in the Foreign Aid program. 

And yet, the ‘‘pressure’’ is now on Congress to 
appropriate approximately $4 billions more of 
your tax dollars to be poured down the ratholes of 
Europe and Asia. 

So widespread has been the protest against 
Foreign Aid, that we quote below excerpts from

THEY’VE ALREADY GOT $7 BILLION. 


The VALLEY MORNING STAR of Harlingen, 
Texas, states: ‘‘Wint Smith, Congressman from the 
Sixth District of Kansas, is making a name for him- 
self as a fighting American, . . . .Congressman 
Smith has provided us with a bit of inside 
+~xmmun ition anent the public giveaway called Foreign 
Aid, and we hasten to’fire the rounds. Last year, 
Congress appropriated the sum of $4 billion for 
Foreign Aid, It did so, in spite of howls of protest 
from the taxpayers, and also in spite of the fact 
there was at the moment more than $6 billion of 
unexpended funds in the Treasury earmarked for 
this same purpose. After July 1, 1957, there was 
in the Treasury for Foreign Aid over $10 billion. 
Technically, this entire sum must be spend on or 
before July 1, 1958. However, as of Feb. 21 this 
year, after 7 months and 21 days in which the 
global givers had their hands on all that loot, only 
$2,423,521,158.93 had been spent on Foreign Aid. 
So, with most of the year gone, there remains in 
the till more than $7.5 billion of unexpended funds. 
It is in the face of these figures that Mr..Eisen- 
hower and his internationalist lovers association 
want to appropriate an additional sum of $4billion. 
Surely, as taxpayers, we are entitled to inquire 
why an additional sum of $4 billion is required, 
when last year’s appropriation of $4 billion hasn’t 
been so much as touched! Congress is still trying 
to get rid of that $6 billion which was old stuff when

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CONGRESS UNABLE TO CURB 
LABOR BOSS EXCESSES

Congressman Ralph W. Gwinn of New York, 
member of the House Education and Labor Com- 
mittee states that he must honestly inform all 
who recorhmend the need for laws at curbing the 
excesses of labor union bosses that there ‘‘is not 
a ghost of a chance that such legislation will be 
passed’’, 

‘*Regardless of the sensational disclosures 
made during the Senate hearings on excesses and 
graft and corruption and violence in labor unions 
practices, there will be no restrictive legislation 
this year because labor union bosses control the 
Congress of the United States’’, Gwinn says. 

Congressman Gwinn backs up his claims by 
showing that 216 members of the Congress voted 
more than 50% of the time exactly the way that 
the CIO-AFL political action committee (COPE) 
desired them to! 

Even more ominous, says Gwinn, is that local, 
State and national labor organizations were active 
in supporting candidates for the U.S, Congress in 
300 different Congressional Districts in 1956. 
Their man won in 175 contests. 

Gwinn states that 175 is a controlling group in 
that this number can usually pass or defeat any 
legislation that reaches the floor of the House of 
Representatives. 

Even more important is the control over the 
House Committee on Education and Labor. In 
this key Committee Gwinn states flatly that 20 of 
the 30 votes will follow the dictates of the labor 
bosses every time, This absolute control in a 
committee that must approve all restrictive labor ~ 
legislation means that such legislation will never 
reach the floor of the House. ‘W

; The five or six million unemployed in the 
United States will be cheered up no end by a dis- 
patch from Yugoslavia indicating that the United 
States program to equip and train Yugoslav’s 
armed forces has now been completed.

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RECIPROCAL TRADE 
HURTS AMERICAN WORKERS

TRADE POLICIES which favor 
foreign goods at the expense of 
American industry and the jobs of 
American workers were colorfully 
and truthfully described recently 
by Robert S. Lynch, Chairman of 
the Board of Atlantic Steel Com- 
pany of Atlanta, as “holding a gun 
at our own head with one hand 
and digging our grave with the 
other.” 

r Testifying be- 
fore the House 
Committee on 
Ways and 
Means in op- 
position to the 
proposed exten- 
sion and liber- 
alization of the 
Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, Mr. Lynch 
told Congressmen that indiscrimi- 
nate foreign imports of steel prod- 
ucts, up as much as 412 per cent 
in some categories since 1953, have 
forced his firm to skip its first 
dividend since the depression and 
to lay off one-third of its workers. 
He predicted that, unless some- 
thing is done quickly by Congress 
to shut off imports which are de- 
stroying this country’s domestic 
economy, many industries are go- 
ing to find it necessary to move 
out of the country in order to be 
able to compete for the American 
nrarket.

THE CASE OF Atlantic Steel 
Company is not an isolated one. 
U. S. News and World Report in 
its issue of March 7 listed a num- 
ber of instances in which Ameri- 
can producers have been forced to 
thé wall and American workers 
thrown out of work because of ex- 
cessive imports of goods produced 
by cheap labor abroad. It cited 
the examples of a 41-year-old 
dinnerware producer put out of 
business and two prominent watch 
and sewing machine companies 
which have moved their plants to 
Japan to stay in operation. 


Among those threatened by im- 
ports are the textile, plywood, 
watch, camera, sewing machine, 
cutlery, pottery, optical, sporting 
goods, scientific instrument, tile, 
typewriter, kitchen 
brush industries. In Georgia some 
textile plants are running only two 
or three days a week and plywood 
companies have been forced either 
to shut down or drastically curtail 
their operations because of Japan- 
ese competition. Added to the cur- 
rent recession, this situation pre- 
sents a bleak outlook for industry 
caught in the squeeze between 
rising production costs on the one 
hand and declining public purchas- 
ing power on the other.

before the Republicans of Michigan when he 
detailed what had happened to the Democratic 
Party of that State. Sen. Goldwater quotes Walter 
Reuther as saying back in 1948, ‘‘. . .political

As George Meany, says, ‘The scene of battle 
is no:‘longer the company plant and the picket 
line. It has moved into the legislative halls of 
Congress and fhe State legislatures’ . . . Walter 
Reuther controls more millions of dollars for 
political campaigns than do the Democratic and 
Republican parties combined.’’ 

What are businessmen and business and trade 
organizations going to do about this situation? 
What can they do? 

In an interview with Congressman Ralph Gwinn 
in Washington, D.C, during the first week in 
April, THE INDEPENDENT AMERICAN learned 
that there is no legal reason why American busi- 
ness and trade organizations cannot be as active 
in political campaigns as the union organizations 
are.

every producer, and finally everybody’s job, 
profession, and life. 


Yes, ask your Congressman for Gwinn’s speech

Gwinn states that these business organizations 
in Washington, D.C. SHOULD supply you this 
information but they DO not. He suggests that 
every businessman should find out WHY they are 
not getting this kind of political information from 
their national and local business and trade associ- 
ations that would be useful in defeating those 
present Congressmen who are voting according 
to the dictates of the nationally powerful labor 
bosses. 

Until businessmen and their organizations get

WASHINGTON REPORT — 
U. S. DOES NOT GAIN 
FROM RECIPROCAL TRADE 
By FULTON LEWIS, Jr. 





WASHINGTON, MARCH 31--Despite the Holly- 
wood ‘‘spectacular’’ staged in Washington by Mr. 
Eisenhower’s huckster-minded advisors to propa- 
gandize you into supporting a new five-year hitch 
for the Reciprocal Trade Agreement program, the 
real test is what that program has accomplished 
to date, 

Leave aside the platitudes and generalities by 
the star-studded cast that dutifully mouthed the 
speeches written for them. Leave aside the un- 
substantiated and unsubstantiable statistics that 
were dinned in repetitious slogans, like com- 
mercials for a filter-tip. 

All that counts in the final analysis is what the 
trade program purports to do and what the records 
of the past show in regard to performance, 

The claim is that this is a program that will 
benefit the United States and provide more jobs 
for American workers. That it also will provide 
more jobs for foreign workers should be inci- 
dental, 

The pretense is that we should reduce our 
import duties and thus allow more foreign goods 
to come into our markets, in return for which 
foreign countries will reduce their duties against 
our goods and allow more of our goods to be 
sold in their markets. 

The term ‘‘reciprocal’’ implies, certainly, a 
mutual zive-and-take on reasonable equal grounds. 
This being so, and if you are willing to grant that 
there is some advantage to accrue in the exchange, 
it is axiomatic that if our imports increase in 

dollar value, our exports should do the same. 

The existing system of GATT agreements 
(General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade), which 
is what Mr. Eisenhower and his glassy-eyed 

cultists want to continue for another five years, 
has been in operation since 1948. 


OUR EXPORTS DROP 





Commerce Department figures show that total 
U.S. exports for 1947 had been 15 billion, 300 
million dollars. The year the GATT program went 
into effect, 1948, it dropped to 12 billion, 653 
million. The following year, 1949, it droppedto 12 
billion, 51 million. The following year, 1950, it 
dropped to 10 billion, 275 million. 

Then, with the Korean War and the foreign 
military aid program (which figures are included 
in these export totals although we paid the bill for 
the exports) the total jumped back up to 15 billion 
dollars a year and remained at that level through 
1955. 

The last year for which the figures are available 
was 1956, when the total was just short of 19 
billion. 

Thus, in these past ten years of the GATT 
system, it has cut our exports first by about one- 
third, then under the stimulus of war artificialism, 
brought it back to its original level, and finally 
has seen an increase-of just 20 per cent over the 
beginning of the trial period. 


IMPORTS’ OF FOREIGN GOODS INCREASES 116% 





In the meantime, our imports of foreign goods 
into our own markets started at 5 billion, 775 
million in 1947, and rose to 11 billion by 1951 
and remained at this same level through 1955. 
In 1956, it was just short of 12billion, 600 million. 

As against the 20% increase in our exports, 
this figures out to be an increase in imports of 
116%. That is what the GATTmen would have the 
public believe is ‘‘reciprocal’’, That is what 
they had the President present to the public as 
a mutually beneficial system. 

But even this only partially tells the story, 
because all of the goods that we import into our 
markets, we pay for in hard, solid dollars of our 
own money, Thus the dollar value of our imports 
is very real,

The export figures, however, are not real. 
They have included, each year, the total value of 
our fore aid programs for which we export 
the goods but for them ourselves. They 
include also, some billions in tourist expenditures 
abroad, now running at the rate of two billion a 
year. This tourist money is available to foreign 
countries for imports, without their purchasing 
any American goods in return,

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Creating Fear To Save Foreign Aid 


Foreign aid wears more false 
faces than a makeup studio could 
devise. None of them is a happy 
one; each wears a grimace of fear. 
Six months ago the United States 
was rolling along in a daze of “full 
employment,” and we were being 
told we needed foreign aid to siphon 
off excess capital and keep infla- 
tion from our door. Last week Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
warned the senate foreign. relations 
committee that a cut in foreign aid 
funds will endanger 600,000 jobs and 
encourage a national recession, 


Janus, the mythical god with two 
faces, was identical from either side 
compared to bureaucracy. You name 
the business conditions; they make 
their arguments to suit the theme. If 
times are good, we need to share our 
wealth with other nations. And 
in case you don’t welcome hav- 
ing philanthropy forced on you 
through taxation, there is always the 
boogey-man., If the government lets 
you keep too much of your own 
money, you will spend it too fast, and 
it won’t be worth anything at all. 
Foreign aid saves you from your- 
self. 


But if the economy hits a few 
bumps, there is a quick change of 
masks. Foreign aid creates 600,000 
jobs. The money we send abroad 
comes right back to us in industrial 
orders. Foreign aid does not really 
take away your money at all, no mat- 
ter what it looks like when you 
glance at your weekly check. For- 
eign aid is really putting money in 
your pocket, Discontinue it, and you 
will suffer. The dismal threat of 
breadlines is strongly hinted. 


IT IS HARD to say which conten- 
tion is the most ridiculous. Dulles is 
too intelligent a man to advance 
either argument seriously. Obvious- 
ly he is intent upon selling a bill of 
goods to congress. Just as obviously, 
his latest sales talk includes an im- 
plied threat that if congress does not 
approve the administration’s full for- 
eign aid request, and if unemploy- 
ment then does rise, congress will 
be blamed for it. 

A quick exercise’of simple arith- 
metic reveals what it costs the Am- 
erican taxpayer to make jobs the 


foreign aid way. This year’s foreign 
aid ram calls for appropriation 
Of $3,942,092,500. Divide 600,000 joLs 
into that, and you get a cost of $6,- 
570 a job. Since $5,000 annually would 
be a pretty hefty industrial wage, 
the total of the foreign aid appropria- 
tion could obviously create a lot 
more than 600,000 jobs if it were left 
in the hands of consumers and indus- 
try, where it was before.the tax bite 
was taken out. 


Moncey multiplies its job-producing 
power only when put to work in a 
profit-and-loss economy. On the oth- 
er hand it loses this power on an 
ever-increasing spiral when subject- 
ed to the erosion of government op- 
erations. 


WHAT DULLES is really arguing 
against when he tites the jobs “‘cre- 
ated” by foreign aiu is temporary 
readjustment without which this 
country cannot return to a full 
healthy free economy. He is trying 
to create fear in order to support a 
government spending program 
which in the end can have no other 
result than fewer jobs and a lower 
living standard on a national scale. 


The end result of ever-increasing 
government spending is amply dem- 
onstrated in history, past and pres- 
ent. It gradually establishes abso- 
lute government control of the entire 
money supply. When government 
disburses all money, it controls all 
jobs. When this point is reached, it 
makes no difference whether a fic- 
tion is maintained that the money is 
disbursed through “‘private’’ pay- 
masters, or the harsh truth is recog- 
nized as it is in Russia. The result 
in either case is that private initia- 
tive is outlawed. The laborer be- 
comes a slave with nowhere to go 
but to bureaucracy. 


Whatever else foreign aid does or 
does not do, it does not make jobs 
for American workers. It lives off 
the jobs they now have, siphoning 
away each week a part of their col- 
lective capacity -to produce more 
wealth. It puts their lives more and 
more in bond to the federal gaVern- 
ment. Like all big goverfment 
spending, it is essentially wasteful. 
There is no better time than now to 
put a stop to it.

Lawmakers in Black?

Judge Learned Hand's Views Lend Support to Argument 
That Recent High Court Ruling Exceeds Authority 


By WILLIAM HENRY CHAMBERLIN 








It has been a long time since so many de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court have aroused 
so much audible public dissent and con- 
troversy. 

Most’ people probably feel that where 
there is a written Constitution there must be 
an interpreter and that the Supreme Court is 
Best qualified for this role. What has caused 
dissatisfaction at certain times in the past 
and what is causing dissatisfaction today is . 
the impression that the Supreme Court is 
going beyond its proper function of. inter- 
preter of the law as it is written. It is al- 
leged that the court is assuming the role of 
a board of censors, issuing decisions based 
not on clear points of law but on what the 
Justices, or a majority of them, think the 
law ought to be. 

In its most famous and controversial rul- 
ing of the Fifties, outlawing racially sepa- 
rated schools, the Court substituted its 
judgment for that of many state legislatures 
and also for that of Congress, which never 
enacted legislation affirming that the Four- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution im- 
plied and required nonsegregated schools. 
Indeed, at the time when this amendment 
was passed, many Northern states main- 
tained separate schools. 


Jenner Bill 

The Court has also interposed its judg- 
ment against that of various state and muni- 
cipal authorities with regards to the right of 
the latter to enact measures against Com- 
munist activity, and to regard such activity 
as a disqualification for practicing law or 
teaching in public ‘institutions. In at least 
one case it overruled the discretionary right 
of the Secretary of State to dismiss one of 
his subordinates who had figured in incidents 
with a pronounced security angle. All in all, 
the Supreme Court has been covering a wide 
expanse of territory, a wider expanse, in the 
opinion of its critics, than precedent and Con- 
stitutional equilibrium prescribe. 

A symptom of the dissatisfaction is a bill 
introduced by Senator Jenner, Republican 
of Indiana, which would strip the Court of 
appellate jurisdiction in cases affecting the 
practices of any Congressional Committee; 
any security action by the Executive carrying 
out a law of Congress; any state law deal- 
ing with subversion; any school board action 








on subversion; any state regulation concern- 
ing admission to the Bar. 

The Jenner proposal has been widely at- 
tacked: on the ground that, like the Roose- 
velt court-packing scheme, it would upset the 
balance, of power vested by the Constitution 
in threé co-equal branches of the Govern- 
ment. Critics of the Court accuse that body 
of having itself upset the balance by stretch- 
ing its authority beyond proper limits and 
usurping functions of Congress and of the 
state legislatures. The Constitution provides 
that ‘“‘the Supreme Court shall have appel- 
late jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, 
with such exceptions and under such .regula- 
tions as the Congress shall make.”’ 

All this discussion lends unusual topical 
interest to three lectures on the Bill of 
Rights, recently delivered at the Harvard 
Law School by one of America’s most dis- 
tinguished senior jurists, Judge Learned 
Hand. Although in theory Supreme Court de- 
cisions are supposed to come from an im- 
partial Olympus, in practice they have re- 
flected the political issues and disputes of 
their time and to some extent the personal 
sympathies of the Justices, who are, after 
all, mortal men. 


Judge Hand has usually been counted in 
the liberal camp; but some of the comments 
in his recent Harvard lectures give the im- 
pression of disapproving too wide an assump- 
tion of power by this highest judicial body. 


Discussing the segregation cases, he asks 4 


whether the Court meant to overrule the 
legislative judgment of states by its own re- 
appraisal of the relative values at stake. 

*Judge Hand repeatedly returns in his lec- 
tures to the key problem of the Court's 
‘proper authority. Should it confine itself to 
establishing what is the law of the land, or 
should it as ‘‘a third legislative chamber,” 
in Judge Hand's phrase, try to prescribe 
what that law should be? Judge Hand clearly 
favors the first conception of the Court's 
proper function. 


Judge Hand has furnished arguments, ex- 
pressed in scholezly legal terminology, to 
those who believe, or instinctively feel, that 
the Supreme Court has exceeded its proper 
scope in some recent cases by assuming the 
functions of a ‘“‘third legislative chamber.”

Contributions made by corporations

ruled tax deductible. The Foundation is 
engaged in selling the administration's 
foreign aid program to the American 
people. 

Contributions made by private clec- 
tric light and power companies, how- 
ever, to a joint advertising campaign in 
support of private capitalism are ruled 
not deductible. The campaign is engaged 
in selling the principles of free enter- 
prise to the American people. 


These companies, among them the 
Virginia Electric & Power Company, 
are fighting for their very lives agairist 
the forces of “public power.” No ex- 
pense possibly could be more necessary 
to them than the expense of survival it- 
self, If the priyate companies do not 
succeed in rallying public hostility to 
socialized power, in the course of time 
the entire industry must be swallowed 
up in nuclear TVA’s. What the com- 
panies are selling is an idea—a philoso- 
phy—and the vitality of that idea is as 
important to them as coal or oil or cop- 
per wire. Yet advertising designed to 
se]l that philosophy, by the fiat of a 
tax commissioner (goaded on by Sena- 
tor Kefauver), is “not deductible.” If 
Vepco were contributing to a campaign 
to sell foreign aid, that would be de- 
ductible. 

Does that make sense?

UNESCO Loses, PTA 
And Community Gain 


The Florida Congress of Parents and Teachers 
will NOT — officially, at least — advocate “‘conscien- 
tious support of the United Nations and its agencies” 
as proposed in a “sleeper” plank of the organization’s 
permanent platform presented to the state’s 12 PTA 
districts for ratification. 


That became certain last Wednesday when Dis- 
trict 3, voting at Monticello, cast a firm 79-30 vote 
against it — the fifth district to do so. 


The rotten apple in the barrel, concealed under 
a layer of rosy-cheeked pippins,’ was the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization 
— UNESCO — one of the UN agencies which PTA 
members were being asked to endorse. 


Aptly termed “the UN’s brainwashing apparatus,” 
this communist-dominated international agency’s prin- 
cipal aim for American schools — as revealed by its 
own publications — is to capture the minds of our 
youngsters for the philosophy of “one-worldism.” 


To accomplish this, the UNESCO commissars 
would teach American children, from kindergarten on 
up, that patriotism and love of country are really “na- 
tionalism” and “jingoism;” and that they owe alle- 
giance only to the United Nations, of which they are 
citizens. If this teaching conflicts with parents’ beliefs, 
UNESCO advocates that-the children be taught to re- 
sist the “poisoned” family attitudes. 


Since the “objects” of UNESCO. so obviously conflict 
with the “objects” of Parent-Teacher associations, it 
is not surprising that the UN plank failed to muster 
the two-thirds vote necessary for ratification. 

We have the assurance of the superintendent of 
schools that no UNESCO textbooks or material are be- 
ing used in Palm Beach County schools. If the grass 
roots PTA membership and other interested citizens 
maintain the vigilance they should, that situation is not 
likely to change.
